THE LIQUOR INTERESTS 
of America saw to it that the press 
gave enormous space to the great 
loss of revenue the Government 
experienced during prohibition 
days through bootleg activities. To- 
day the same interests are seeing 
to it that no space is given to the 
large scale bootleg activities that 
ure still going on. Yet even a 
liquor spokesman, R. E. Joyce, 
president of the Distilled Spirits 
Institute, reported to the National 
Conference of State Liquor Ad- 
ministrators recently that the U. 
S. Government is losing a million 
dollars daily in taxes because of 
bootleg liquor, which represents 
about a 20 per cent loss on the 
total tax collected on liquor. 


The FBI also reported, accord- 
ing to the American Business 
Men’s Research Foundation, that 
in 1945 the arrests for drunken- 
ness were 1,946.6 per 100,000 pop- 
ulation, as over against the FBI 
report for 1932, the last prohibi- 
tion year, when there were 831.1 
arrests for drunkeness per 100,000 
population. Over 2% times as 
many people are being arrested for 
drunkeness today as in 1932.

ORAL JUDGMENTS. Because of our war against nazism and 

feudalistic Japanese militarism, the people of the world know what 
we are against. But because we give our support to feudalistic reactionary 
regimes in a dozen other countries, condone and cooperate with the 
bloody tyranny of Franco, play politics with the British over the life 
blood of the Jews, the people of the world do not know what we are for. 
Foreign policy experts are reporting that American influence has sunk 
to a new low in the world. Is not this because our moral judgments 
have sunk to a new low? 


X-Ray and Forecast 


‘HE STALIN PEACE BIDS, which had been going on since Janu- 

ary finally broke out all over the place! It remains to be revealed 

why U. S. officials denied what is now an established fact. The U. S. 

News on May 21 again told the full story of Russia’s January peace 

offer,—the approach of a Soviet marshall with rank of ambassador who 

had a 6 hour conference in Berlin with U. S. representative, Robert 
Murphy. 

But the U. S. continues to rebuff Russia. The explanation made 
by our State Dept. now is “Why talk to them when they won’t keep their 
agreements?” True enough. 

But the U. S. has broken many agreements also. We sabotaged 
the Atlantic Charter, which promised just and equal access to the earth’s 
raw materials, by the biggest oil grab in history—in the Near East. We 
agreed to abide by and work THROUGH the UN. But we’ve under- 
mined the UN by our refusal to work through it in almost every im- 
portant issue which concerned our own interests (Greece, Turkey, Pal- 
estine, ete.) Moreover, many reports coming from highest ranking ob- 
servers on Europe say that we have greatly injured our own interests 
by rejecting Russia’s peace bids, while the Soviet has regained much 
sympathy. 

Even though Russian peace overtures are just a part of the Soviet 
long range cold war, the U. S. cannot afford to create distrust among 
the peoples of the world who are more concerned with peace than they 
are with the pride or “face” of any one nation. 


ALESTINE: American influence has been badly hurt by the flip- 
flopping of our policy on Palestine,—a vacillation due to the alter- 
nating pressure of Jewish votes at home and American oil interests 
abroad. In the meantime, the British have played a straight but sordid 
game to keep the upper hand on the Near East. Britain secretly built 
up and armed the states of Trans-Jordan with the notorious pro-Nazi 
Abdulla at the head. With Trans-Jordan the new key to the Near East, 
the Trans-Jordan armies, spear-heading Arab attacks on Palestine, are 
openly led by British officers. All this has been documented by secret 
British papers captured by Jews and submitted to the UN General 
Assembly. Among other sources, a full report was published May 8th by 
The Nation (20 Vesey St., N. Y. 17)—and resumes appeared elsewhere. 
American oil and politics have had an undeniable part in arming the 
Arab world while keeping the Jews unarmed. The Jewish arms have 
been for the most part smuggled in. But even then the Jews have usually 
out-fought the Moslem armies because of the tremendous spiritual pas- 
sion of “Zionism.” 

The prompt U. S. recognition of Israel remains a very neat ex- 

ample of playing both ends against the middle.

Far East Reports 

THE CHINESE COMMU- 
NISTS have been as brutal and 
thoroughgoing in their program as 
have communists everywhere. How- 
ever, the reporting in this country 
is all concentrated on the brutali- 
ty with seldom a word of the act- 
ual constructive changes the Com- 
munists have effected by the inau- 
guration of long over-due reforms. 
An American Friends (Quaker) 
Service worker, Frank Miles, in a 
report to the N. Y. Times, from 
Hopeh, — Communist territory — 
tells of his intimate experiences in 
Communist areas. Small industries 
are being encouraged and money 
is loaned to them at the rate of 
three or four per cent a month 
while in Nationalist territories 
equivalent deals are at the rate of 
20 or 30 per cent a month. The 
Communists control the price of 
staples, such as wheat, cotton, rice, 
and also control wages, so the wild 
inflation that curses the rest of 
China does not exist there. 

In the meantime, all reports 
from China indicate that the 
condition of China’s soaring eco- 
nomic inflation is approaching 
the breaking point. One Amer- 
ican dollar now buys a 
wheel barrow load of Chinese 
money —there’s no use to put 
it in figures any more. Even Gen. 
Marshall of our State Depart- 
ment has been opposing any large 
American aid to China because of 
the utter futility of the situation. 
Again in China, as elsewhere, the 
path of communism is made easier 
by the rampant selfishness and cor- 
ruption that seems to characterize 
most of the governments that are 
opposing communism in Europe 
and Asia. 

India remains the glowing and 
heartening exception to this wide- 
spread condition. The Indian gov- 
ernment continues to work mira- 
cles in promoting reasonable and 
moderate reforms that are neither 
capitalistic nor socialistic and that 
are leading India out into a re-

HE DRIVE in Congress to put through drastic curbs on com- 

munism can be a very helpful move. Communism as an organized 
conspiracy to overthrow the American government by violence should 
be and is already under the close surveillance of our Dept. of Justice. 
Anything that Congress does to aid in keeping a hand on such a 
movement is desirable. Congressmen who are pushing this legislation 
(the Mundt bill) make a great noise about our protecting the Amer- 
ican way of life against totalitarianism and tyranny. But the govern- 
ment of Spain is as totalitarian as that of Moscow! Franco’s police 
state has arrested and thrown thousands into prison in Spain without 


trial. There is a police state in Argentina as well as in Czechoslo- 
vakia ... What about those in America who promote the totalitarianism 


of the extreme right as well as the extreme left? There are many of 
those here also. But whenever anyone dares bring that up in the con- 
gressional hearings, there’s a terrific row! 

What is really happening is that there are powerful forces, both 
religious and economic in America, which are trying to use the popular 
fight on communism as an opportunity to brand, cripple and silence 
all who advocate greater economic justice, greater Christian sharing 
in industry—and greater fieedom for men to learn truth, think for 
themselves, worship as they feel led by their inmost needs. 


TTITUDES ON TARIFFS prevailing in Washington reveal some 

serious elements of selfishness within our supposedly charitable 
world-minded official viewpoints. We are spending billions to restore 
production and trade abroad and at the same time the majority in Con- 
gress seem determined to stifle world trade through the destruction of 
the progressive trade agreements this nation has made during the past 
deeade. This is not a matter of Republicanism versus New Dealism. You 
can hardly find an economie expert in America who does not say that 
the free flow of goods throughout the world depends very much upon the 
free flow of goods in and out of America and consequently that efforts 
to protect certain American special interests by high tariffs immediately 
starts a stranglehold on all world trade. Industrial and agricultural pro- 
ducers who are working through their congressional spokesmen to re- 
build tariff barriers to protect their particular products will in the end 
stifle the purchase of other American products and the ensuing decrease 
of employment in America will blight the fortunes of all. If, for in- 
stance, wool or cotton prices are held down by foreign competition, no 
doubt American producers would be handicapped for a limited period, 
but wider world consumption would soon take up the slack and greater 
production at lower prices would soon match, in total profits, restricted 
production at higher prices. 

Must we go through another great world depression and an eco- 
nomic cataclysm before we learn this simple truth of the application 
of Christian sharing on a world scale? Many of New York’s highest 
ranking and highest paid economists are voicing these warnings in 
financial and business journals. 


TOMIC WAR PLANS. Some developments in military-atomic 
circles, which are not reaching a very wide public, should be in 
the mind of every Christian layman. First, it being freely reported 
among nuclear scientists that the making of the atomic bomb is ap- 
proaching a point of simplification and economy of production, so that 
in a few years any small nation can be as great a threat to another coun- 
try as one of “the Big Five.” In other words the time will come when 
atomie bombs will be so big and so inexpensive to produce that any coun- 
try can use them successfully to smash its largest neighbor. In terms of 
military power we will soon reach the place where there will be no such 
thing as “strong or weak nations”—any nation will be strong when it 
gets a few atomie bombs, and they’re all going to have them within a 
few years. The note of hope in these grim facts is that the problem 
of peace will not rest just between the U.S. and Russia. The more wide- 
spread the possession of atomie power the more widespread will be the 
realization of its responsibility. Small nations will then be able to force 
large nations into cooperative peace measures. 

Also the ominous announcement that three improved atomic 
weapons have been successfully fired at Eniwetok has set off country- 
wide plans for atomie civilian defense. Staffs of e-perts and con- 
sultants, including some of America’s most famous scientists and 
engineers, are being organized in Washington for widespread food con- 
servation, shelter provisions, hospitalization, decentralization, ete. 


VA THREAT. Keep your eyes on the efforts being made through 
Congress and other Washington bodies to cripple TVA and gov- 
ernment plans for the extension of cheap power to areas as yet not 
served with adequate power facilities. A much needed extension of TVA 
service has been planned through the building of a great steam generator 
(continued on NEXT page)

made by property owners to ex- 
clude racial groups has thrown 
the whole nation’s system of com- 
munity segregation permanently 
out of gear. All kinds of fantastic 
schemes are now being organized 
to make it possible for communi- 
ties to maintain racial bans against 
Mexicans, Orientals, American 
Indians as well as Negroes. In 
some places “clubs” are being or- 
ganized to include those who live 
in certain blocks or “athletic as- 
sociations” centered around some 
small recreation plot. But the fact 
remains that the Supreme Court 
has laid down the ruling that any 
citizen barred from living in a 
given area because of race or creed 
‘an force his way in, with the Con- 
stitution and the American Army 
to back him, and collect heavy 
damages for any persistent exclu- 
sion. 

In the South, however, where 
segregation has been deeply rutted 
for generations, both black and 
white Christian leaders will wisely 
endeavor to prevent efforts being 
made that would bring only vio- 
lence and increased hatred. But 
the process of change is beginning 
and will gradually be felt all over 
the country in one form or another. 

A VERY FINE HOTEL, own- 
ed by the Railroad Brotherhoods, 
AFL, is having a strike among its 
workers,—the hotel employees 
picketing the AFL management of 
the hotel! They charge the hotel 
with being run on an anti-union 
basis,—the average pay being less 
than thirty dollars a week, only 
half of what the Railroad Brother- 
hoods demand for their lowest paid 
workers. Add this to the long 
standing racial discrimination still 
being practiced in many labor 
unions and you have ample evi- 
dence that the conflicts between 
labor and management are not eco- 
nomic as much as they are basic 
attitudes in the hearts of men. 

BRITISH LIBERALS. A new 
political movement in England 
may have considerable significance 
in the future. It is the revival of 
the Liberal party which in the 
nineteenth and early part of this 
century lead in many of Britain’s 
most important reforms. With 
World War I, it slipped into dis- 
card and has only recently showed 
signs of new life. The drive of the 
Laborite Government toward na- 
tionalization of British industries 
is no doubt the reason for this 
awakening of the old Liberal party 
movement, for, in contrast to the 
Laborite nationalization program, 
the “Liberals” propose a co-own- 
ership plan in which the workers 
become part owners of the indus- 
tries in which they are employed. 
Many British industrialists are

showing interest in this co-owner- 
ship plan... fearing the day when 
they will be facing national owner- 
ship. But if they had been willing 
to share more of the fruits of in- 
dustry with the workers in the 
past, there would probably have 
been no nationalization program. 
The Tory conservatives with no 
little anguish are studying the re- 
vived Liberal party’s co-ownership 
industrial plan. A  Liberal-Tory 
coalition movement might then 
someday replace the Laborites in 
the London government. 

OPPORTUNITY. For all the 
ruthlessness of the communistic 
revolutionary method, it is very 
foolish of us to refuse to face the 
fact of the long-needed changes 
in society which they effect— 
though by methods we reject. In 
pre-war Poland the soldiers in the 
Polish army were all workers and 
peasants,—with officers from the 
aristocracy. Military publications 
have spoken of the fact that the 
new Polish army is “democratic” 
from top to bottom,—with 88 per 
cent of the Polish officers now 
coming from the worker-peasant 
groups. Ten years ago few workers 
or peasants could ever rise above 
the lowest ranks. 

PARADOX. D. P. Griswold, 
American Administrator in Greece, 
returned to Washington with re- 
ports of the wretched conditions 
in Athens. The Greek government 
is still under the control of the 
royalists or the aristocratic ele- 
ments whose rule we are bolstering 
with hundreds of millions of the 
American tax payers money. Mr. 
Griswold insists, however, that un- 
less American money had come in, 
Greece would have gone Commu- 
nist by this time. But under the 
persistent questioning of reporters, 
he readily admitted that condi- 
tions making communism inevi- 
table were still being perpetuated 
by the blind arrogance and selfish- 
ness of elements which our govern- 
ment is supporting in the idea of 
stopping communism. 


RUSSIAN PROPAGANDA 
charges the U. S. with promoting 
the European Recovery Program 
for our own selfish interests. We 
think that’s absurd, but you should 
see what the rest of the world is 
saying about the fact that Con- 
gress forced 250 million dollars 
worth of American tobacco to be 
included in ERP funds and ship- 
ments. (Estimates on ERP’s 
total expenditure for tobacco and 
wine run from 200 to 800 million 
dollars). Business interests 
throughout the world naturally in- 
terpret this as our effort to keep a 
stranglehold on the world tobacco 
market as well as to pass a big 
profit to our own tobacco interests.

plant in Tennessee, appropriations for which are being blocked by private 
power corporations and their lobbies in Washington. The “tax-payers 
organizations” you read about, which oppose public power projects, are 
in reality a false front. They have been organized and promoted by 
private power lobbies and agencies. 

Behind this, the whole issue of public power vs. private power is 
at stake. To put it in simple terms, the private power advocates believe 
that power and light facilities should not be made available except on 
a profit basis, that the extension of power and light to neglected areas 
should be left undeveloped until private corporations see a profitable 
venture in it and ean get around to it. Because vast areas of America 
had been neglected for years, with no prospect of the privately controlled 
interests extending their services that far, the government through its 
TVA and other similar projects stepped in and has vastly increased 
the standard of living and industrial prosperity in such sections by the 
development of publicly-owned power facilities. 

The aim of the private corporations is admittedly to sabotage the 
further development of public-owned facilities and force the power al- 
ready developed by government projects into privately owned channels 
of distribution—this in the name of free enterprise. 

On the other hand, free enterprise has received its greatest boon 
in American history in such great sections as the Tennessee valley after 
publicly-owned power came in. No twisting and falsifying of figures can 
erase the fact that the expenditure of public tax money, which has made 
these public power pro ects possible, is being paid back by enormously 
increased income taxes in such areas, with an accompanying increase in 
the standard of living for millions. Cheap light and power is the life- 
blood of free enterprise if youre talking about free enterprise for the 
average small industry, farm and household.

CATHOLIC CONVERTS from 
Protestantism are given wide pub- 
licity, but Protestant converts 
from Catholicism are seldom men- 
tioned in the press. For this rea- 
son, we often cite instances of out- 
standing personalities who have 
experienced such a conversion. Dr 
George A. Barrois, professor cf 
Biblical Literature and Theology 
at Princeton Theological Semin- 
ary, was at one time a Dominican 
priest and licentiate of the Ponti- 
fical Biblical Commission in Rome. 
He became a professor at the Cath- 
olic University of America where 
Mgr. Sheen presides. But Dr. 
Barrois was converted to Protest- 
antism in 1941. He recently re- 
ported on the Catholic ecumenical 
movement at a Christian leaders 
conference. At the same occasion 
Dr. Wm. Kerr, president of the 
Presbyterian Theological Semin- 
ary of Brazil stated that the Ro- 
man Catholic Church in South 
America was resorting to “all pos- 
sible means, even to violence in 
some rural areas,” to prevent the 
extension of Protestantism, while 
in urban centers, continued Dr. 
Kerr, discrimination ostracism 
and financial pressure are the 
usual methods. 


THE KIND OF FREEDOM of 
expression existing in Roman 
Catholic dominated Argentina is 
illustrated in the suppression of 
the two greatest democratic news- 
papers in that country by Dictator 
Peron. When the “Nacion” and 
“Prensa” continued to be critical 
of Peron’s tyranny they were or- 
dered by the Peron government to 
pay a specially assessed back duty 
on all imported newsprint used 
since 1939! This tax required an 
impossible sum and both papers 
were compelled to cease publica- 
tion. 


Militarv Trends 
A HUGE AMERICAN NAYV- 
AT. base is soon to be established 
in the Bay of Tokyo. With Okina- 
wa already a major air base, we 
cannot expect anything but in- 
creased suspicion and bitterness 
on the part of Russia for these 
obviously war-like encroachments 
on areas that lie close to Russian 
frontiers and far from any of our 
own.

Yet im- 
mediately upon the announcement 
of the U.S. recognition of Israel, 
the American Council for Juda- 
ism, one of the most powerful and 
influential Jewish groups in this 
country, promptly issued state- 
ments saying that the new state of 
Israel could in no way represent 
those of Jewish faith who are citi- 
zens of other nations. In its first 
proclamation the new state of Is- 
rael voice to a viewpoint 
that implied the attachment and 
loyalty of all Jews of the world to 
the new Palestine nation. This was 
severely denounced by the ACJ as

A GOOD EXAMPLE. 
epoch-making news. When this great industry faced the prospect 
of a savage strike with their giant union, the managemen* spokesman 
approched labor demands sympathetically and scientifically, and the 
union leaders reciprocated. GM recognized the worker’s right to main-

tain his standard of living, so that if living costs go up wages will 
automatically go up without long bitter negotiations and strikes. If 
living costs go down, wages will be adjusted downward. Although 
several oil companies and a few other groups have already used this 
approach, most major industries have gone at labor relations the hard 
way, but now they’re all being forced to study the GM formula seriously. 


HE LABOR FRONT is tightening for a crisis. The newspapers are 

full of talk about high wages, strikes and the unreasonable demands 
of workers,—with comparatively little being said about the record profits 
being piled up in almost every channel of American industry. Labor 
periodicals are gathering steam on the same topics in reverse,—how little 
a working man’s wages will buy today and the enormous profits accruing 
in the hands of the corporations and America’s wealthier families. The 
industrial leaders seem determined to build up hatred against the worker 
because of his part in rising production costs, due to the increased wage 
scale. Labor leaders are building up hatred against management because 
business has used every ten cent wage increase to grab an extra dollar 
in profits. Both techniques are vicious and blind and will bring serious 
consequences to both labor and management. 

Labor has purged itself of communism,—and no informed person 
ean charge that communistic influence is any longer a major factor in 
the American labor scene. But something far more dangerous to capital- 
ism than the foreign importation of communism is developing in the 
ranks of the working people of America. It is the belief that American 
industry has little human concern or responsibility for the welfare of 
the average American family. If you doubt this, just study the leading 
labor periodicals. Spokesmen for business will quickly reply with a fine 
array of mathematical exercises showing how wages have increased in 
the same percentage as profits, if not more so, and that the worker was 
never better off in history than he is today. 

But here are the big facts that every believer in capitalism, every 
individual associated with management should keep before his eyes: 

1. The American standard of living has gone up,—capitalistic 
advertisers, urging better kitchens, better cars, better homes, have helped 
more than anything else to push it up. 

2. But the increased costs of basic living needs have now gone uv 
so high that the average American worker sees an immediate threat to 
his high standard of living. He wants to keep this high standard of liv- 
ing,—he intends to fight for it. He also sees that the families around 
him who earn seven thousand a year and more, many much more, are 
not worried sick over the grocery, meat and rent costs. So the worker 
WHO IS DETERMINED TO KEEP HIS STANDARD OF LIV- 
ING HIGH is convinced that there is unfairness in the picture, that 
capitalism is not sharing as it should, that free enterprise is aimed 
against him and not for him and that means trouble . serious 
trouble when jobs begin to get scarce and our boom runs out. 

3. There must come soon a meeting of minds on the part of 
business leadership and labor leadership, a re-appraisal of the fact that 
American capitalism is devoted to the welfare of all the people. This 
fundementally means a more Christian viewpoint, a renewal of the sense 
of Christian sharing in business enterprises. This change must begin to 
come soon before the bitterness irreparably deepens.

As one Christian mis- 
sionary recently reported, “The 
spirit of Gandhi still broods over 
India, leading and inspiring the 
countless masses.” If we need any 
proof of what one life can mean, 
when it is God inspired and dedi- 
cated to the spiritual transforma- 
tion of man, we have it in the 
story of the little Indian lawyer 
who said thirty years ago “I will 
give my life to lead my people into 
freedom through an understanding 
of the way God works.” 

JAPANESE young people are 
facing religion and _ especially 
Christianity as never before, re- 
port Christian workers from the 
Orient. Mr. S. Saito, Y. M. C. A. 
leader of Japan, has reported to 
leaders here that the challenge of 
communism has opened the eyes 
of Japanese youth to the need of 
a vital faith. These young people 
of the Orient do not want com- 
munism but they want something 
that will work and if Christianity 
cannot be made effective and ap- 
pealing it will leave the door wide 
open to communistie teachings. 
The Japanese young people are 
eager to study Christianity. Jap- 
anese churches are crowded, as are 
all Christian institutions. 


MONOPOLY. Reports on the 
revival of one monopoly in the Far 
East that helped bring on the Jap- 
anese aggression have come from 
various sources, including Burton 
Crane, writing in the N. Y. Times. 
He states that the British and 
Swiss owned Iron Corporation, 
operating out of Hong Kong, now 
controls almost all the iron ore of 
Asia in a tight monopoly.Strong 
before the war, this eartel has 
been able, through the diplomatic 
aid of the British government, to 
take advantage of the further de- 
velopment of ore deposits carried 
out during the Japanese occupa- 
tion of Hainan, and they are al- 
ready demanding $7 a ton for ore 
while the prevailing price in the 
U. S. is $5.80 a ton. The strangle 
hold this monopoly can maintain 
on the industrial life of the East 
makes the reconstruction of the 
Japanese economy by the Ameri- 
can occupation forces a costly and 
hazardous ordeal for the American 
tax payer.
